story. That sort of news-combing would be too 
expensive, would require too many reporters. 
Instead, newspapers rely on "contacts," officials 
and friends who are contacted regularly, usually 
by telephone, and sometimes in person. The 
reporter not only asks if anything has happened, 
but tries to exact promises that the official or 
friend will telephone him or his office promptly 
if anything does happen. It would not be feasible 
for a reporter on an afternoon daily newspaper 
to telephone all his contacts before each edition 
or perhaps even once a day* So we say news- 
gatherers rely on friends, friendship and good- 
will, just as do people engaged in other lines of 

business. 

However, we are reminded that the newspaper- 
man docs sometimes happen on a story by the 
death last week at his Lake Simcoe cottage of 
"Bill" James, Toronto newspaper photographer, 
as a result of injuries incurred in the first world 
war. Bill James was an independent photog- 
rapher, answering calls from any of the news- 
papers whose own photographers were already 
busy. He used to get a good many calls from the 
Toronto Star at the time the writer of these 
columns was employed there, and often we 
worked together. The photographer received so 
much for each picture used, regardless of the 
number of pictures he might take. On out-of- 
town work he was usually driven by the reporter, 
or if not he received his travelling expenses in 
addition to whatever his pictures brought. This 
same arrangement applied to both staff and 
independent photographers. 

Bill James was an ace photographer. Unlike 
most newspaper photographers he took only one 
"shot" of each subject. Other men we worked 
with a lot, Tom Wilson, a Lindsay fanner who 
became one of Toronto's top news photographers, 
Fred Davis, who subsequently became photog- 
rapher to their majesties, the Dionne quintuplets, 
Norman James, brother of Bill, and others, would 
take two shots of each subject. Bill James, how- 
ever, might go 200 miles for a picture, but he 
still was so confident of the result that he would 
use only one plate. He loaded his own plate- 
holders and usually he developed the pictures 
himself. 

One lovely summer Sunday (probably 1933) 
Bill James and this reporter had been sent to 
Orillia to gel a story on anti-Jewish activities. 
Hitlerism was enjoying a slight vogue at thai 
lime in these parts and swastika-signed notes, if 
we remember correctly, had been received by 
Jewish people in Orillia warning them to stay 

away from Couch idling beach. We perhaps have 
that part of the story wrong, but anyway the day 
passed pleasantly enough without our being able 
to run the story to earth. We had no copy, no 
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pictures, when we headed homeward, not think- 
ing any more of Hitler than we could. We were 
pretty well out of Orillia, headed for Atherley and 
the No. 12 highway, to avoid the Sunday night 
traffic jams on Yonge St., when to the west we 
saw a column of smoke. Becoming more inter- 
ested, wc slopped and decided to investigate. 

By the time we reached the scene the Ontario 
Hospital was a mass of smoke and flames. Incur- 
able children, wrapped in blankets, were being 
efficiently and swiftly slid down spiral steel 
chutes. We were the only daily newspapermen 
on the scene that night. We had exclusive pic- 
tures of the fire. We drove back into Orillia to 
report the fire by telephone to the news editor, 
who questioned us as to what had happened and 
about our story and pictures, and gave us per- 
mission to return to the city. Bill James had 
practically ;H! of his pictures used, and so it was 

a big night for him both financially and pro- 
fessionally. 

The story isn't quite complete so far as the 
reporter is concerned. It so happened that at 
that time the Star had a city editor with a great 
deal of extra energy who used to iiijeet'his per- 
sonality beyond his own territorial boundaries, 
and when the reporter got back to the office 
about midnight the city editor had heard of the 
story and he was certain, in spite of assurances 
to the contrary, that with an Ontario Hospital in 
flames there must have been wild scenes with 
madmen running about in night-shirts and night- 
mares shouting oaths and imprecations. He 
practically took over the command from his 
superior, the news editor, and asked the reporter 
how much he could write about the fire. The 
reporter thought about a column. 'Hie city editor 
thought the story was worth two or three col- 
umns. Could the reporter write it? The reporter 
could, but it would bo pretty well padded. Would 
the reporter like to go back to Orillia and gel the 
rest of the story, about the wild scenes that must 
have occurred? The reporter didn't think he 

could get anything additional by going back to 
Orillia. 

Well, write two or three columns anyway, and

other shoulders. 

It seems that there is some misrepresentation 
of the present financial status of the provinces. 
It has been stated that *'at the present time seven 
or eight of the nine provinces are at the end of 
their borrowing powers, and refunding will be 
necessary, and default by these provinces in the 
next two years seems inescapable if nothing is 
done." This would mean that only Ontario is 
safe from default, that Quebec, British Columbia 
and the rest are liable to go under financially. 
The Toronto Daily Star contends that this is not 
true, and quotes Conservative House Leader Han- 
son as declaring it to be false with respect to the 
Maritime^ Revenues in those provinces are said 
to be rising, due to increased business and pur- 
chasing power, and that default is not and never 
has been contemplated. Alberta has defaulted, 
and Saskatchewan has been assisted by the 
federal government. 

The argument that the financial condition of 
certain provinces affects dominion credit and 
might impede war financing, is not very convin- 



proved himself to be financially able to recom- 
pense anyone whose person or property he may 
injure or damage, or who has not insured against 
accident.

"It is a three-lane highway" re- 
plied the officer. "The accused's 
ear came straight at me and 1 was 
forced to take the ditch, I re- 
mounted and chased the car along 
the highway until further along it 
hit a telephone pole. The driver, 

j Mr. Morton, tumbled out of the 
wreck and ran away." Constable 
Hewitt described how soldiers from 
Camp Borden aided him in pypre- 
hending Mr. Morton.

"I am ordering that you he pro- 
hibited from driving a car any- 
where in Canada for three years, 
that is, as long as I can prohibit 
you from driving. On the charge 
of reckless driving you will get 
three months— this to run concur- 
rent with the other sentence. On 
the charge of driving while your 
license was suspended, you will 
get thirty days— this also to run 
concurrent with the other term."

This Is only the second 
occasion the award has been made, 
the late Mr. Aemilius Jurvfs 
receiving a similar award last 
year. By resolution the memory 
of Mr. Jarvis was honored by 
those present. 

Mr. Leacock and S. P. Jarvis 
both viewed the future of the 
hunter classes with uncertainty. 
"There me not many shows now, 
and fewer breeders of hunters and 
jumpers. I doubt if there will be 
very many entries In those classes 
this yea r," said Mr. Leacock. 
"Fortunately, the show has now 
grown to a status where it does 
not need to depend on these events 
for a successful show."

County Agricultural Representa- 
tive W. M. Cockburn addressed the 
meeting and told of the farmers 
meeting with Hon. Jas. purdtner, 

federal minister of agriculture, at 
l/nidon. 

"A big feature of the meeting 
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was the entire absence of political 
bias /• he said. "Our York delegates 
were of various political factions. 

One said to me, 'If we don't gc into 
the meeting with an open mind, 
how can we expect the minister to 
change his mind.' Anything I 
say is not official but only personal 
opinion." 

He told how the production of 
bacon had increased in western- 
Canada and in the east. 

"It was- started before the war 
came to a large extent." he said- 
"Cheap grain sent the west Into 
the hog Industry and Manitoba 
and Alberta arc definitely competi- 
tors of the cast now." Export 
figures to Britain were" about 
330,000,000 lbs. of pork and this 
would be even more now, he said. 
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"The present price is not satis- 
factory to the farmer and some- 
thing will have to be done. Every 
other class is receiving higher 
returns for their efforts and goods, 
the farmers wnnt to give the 
empire everything as cheaply as 
possible, but it is not fair to ask 
them to contribute far more propor- 
tionately than others." 

He pointed out that 84 percent 
of the butter produced was in 
eight months of the year, with the 
other 1G percent being produced in 
the winter months. It might be 
better to have a minimum summer 
price than a pegged winter price. 
he thought. 

"The farmers are far from satis- 
fied, but they are being organized 
now and getting better representa- 
tion. If the chain stores can pay ft 
lawyer $S.OO0 simply to sit In Ot- 
tawa and advise them of legislative 
changes, the farmers need the best 
men at a good salary they can get. 
We can't just coast along and trust 
to luck."
